TEST UNCLE SAM’S COINS

Assay Commission Begind Work At
Philadelphia.

PHHLADELPHIA, Feb. 18 — The
Assay Commission, which annuaily
comes to the Philadelphia mint to
examine the weight and quality of
gold and silver colns mads during the
course of the year at the mints in
Denver, SBan Francisco, and this city,
began itn work here yesterday. Eight
membera of the commission, which
numbers fAfteen, arrived yesterday.
Others are expected to come here to-
day. The work will continue for sev-
eral days,

L. A. Fischer, who in connected with
the Bureau of Standards, Department
of Commerce, &t Washington, was
chosen chairman of the kcommission,
which Is annually appointed by the
President.

“We, made good progresa yester-
day.,” sald Mr. Fischer. *“The object
of the commisston Is to check up on
the various mints and see that the
coins stamped off afe of the proper
standard. Specimenns of coine ars pe-
lected at random at the various mints
during the course of the year and
sent here for examination. They
reach us here carefully sealed and we
weigh and test them.”
